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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed June 12, 2003 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kanazawa et al. (US Patent 5,044,454). 

Kanazawa illustrates an electric motor (32), a worm shaft (224) having a worm 
(230), a steering shaft (200) having a worm gear (214), a biasing member (231) for 
biasing the worm towards the worm gear, a concave member (227) accepting the 
bearing, a housing (40) for housing the bearing and the concave member. 

3. Claims 1-4, 7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Ishii (JP 2000043739). 

Ishii illustrates an electric motor (6), a worm shaft (70) having a worm (71), a 
steering shaft (4) having a worm gear (72), a biasing member (32) for biasing the worm 
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towards the worm gear, a concave member (31) accepting the bearing, a housing for 
housing the bearing and the concave member.
